We will be installing new culverts, grinding the existing 
pavement and will resurface the entire road in the fall of 2007.  We will be starting work on 
Maple Avenue and Heath Street once all other general road maintenance is completed. 
 
Charles 
Rollins a/k/a “Casey” worked for the Town of Newton for many years.  He has and always will 
be missed in the highway department.
